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"FT HIS Poem, as it celebrateth the moſt grave 
| and antient of things, Chaos, Night and Dul- 
6 _ _neſs, ſo is it of the moſt grave and antient 
kind. Homer (faith Ariſtotle] was the firſt who gave 
the Form, and (faith Horace) who adapted the Meaſure, 
to heroic poeſy, But even before this, may be ra- 
tionally preſumed from what the antients have left 
written, was a piece by Homer compoſed, of like na- 
ture and matter with this of our Poet. For of Epic 
ſort it appeareth to have been, yet of matter ſurely 
not unpleaſant, witneſs what is reported of it by the 
learned Archbiſhop aq ont in Odyſſ. x. And ac- 
cordingly Ariſtotlè in his poetic, chap. 4. doth further 
ſet forth, that as the Iliad and Odyſſey gave example 
bo Tragedy, ſo did this poem to Comedy its fir 

From theſe authors. alſo it ſhou'd ſeem, that the He- 
ro or chief perſonage of it was no leſs abſcure, and his 
underſtanding and ſentiments no leſs quaint and ſtrange 
(if indeed nat more ſo) than any of the actors in our 
poem. Max ir Es was the name of this perſonage, 


whom 
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whom Antiquity recordeth to have been Dance the 
Firt ; and ſurely from what we hear of him, not un- 
wofthy to be ha root of ſo ſpreading 7 tree, and ſo 
numerous a poſterity. The poem therefore celebratin 
him, was properly and abſolutely a Dunciad ; whi 
tho now unhappily loſt, yet is its nature ſufficiently 
known by the infallible tokens aforgfaid. And thus it 
doth appear, that the firſt Dunciad was the firſt Epie 
poem, written by Homer himſelf, and anterior even to 
the Iliad or Odyſley. * 

Now foraſmuch as our Poet had tranſlated thoſe 
two famous works. of Homer which are yet left ; he 
did conceive it in ſome fort his- to imitate that 
alſo which was loſt : And was therefore induced to be- 
ſtow on it the ſame Form which Homer 's is = 
to have had, namely that of Epic poem, with a title 
alſo framed after the antient Greek manner, to wit, 
that of Dunciad. ; 

Wonderful it is that ſo few of the moderns have 
been ſtimulated to attempt ſome Dunciad ! Since in 
the opinion of the tnultitude, it might coſt leſs pain 
and oil, than an imitation of the greater Epic. But 
poſſible it is alſo that on due reflection, the maker might 
find it caſter to paint a Charlemagne, a Brute or a God- 
Fi. with juſt pomp and dignity heroic, than a Mar- 
gites, a Codrus, a Fleckno, or a Tibbald. 4 

We ſhall next declare the occaſion and the cauſe 
which moved our Poet to this particular work. He 
lived in thoſe days, when (after providence had per- 
mitted the Invention of Printing as a ſcourge for the 
Sins of the learned) Paper alſo became ſo cheap, and 
printers ſo numerous; that a deluge of authors cover d 
the land: Whereby not only the peace of the honeſt 
unwriting ſubje& was daily moleſted, but unmerciful 
demands were made of his applauſe, yea of his money, 
by ſuch as would neither earn the one, or deſerve the 
other: At the ſame time, the Liberty of the Preſs 
was ſo unlimited, that it grew dangerous to refuſe 
them either; For they would forthwith publiſh ſlan- 
ders unpuniſh'd, the authors being anonymous; nay - 
the immediate publiſhers thereof lay ſculking ow 
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the wings of an Act of Parliament, aſſuredly intended 
for better purpoſes. 1 1 Cs 


4. Now our author living in thoſe times, did con- 
ceive it an endeavour well worthy an honeſt ſatireiſt, 
to diſſuade the dull, and puniſh the malicious, He only. 
way that was left. In that public · ſpirited view he laid 
the plan of this Poem, as the greateſt ſervice he was 
capable (without much hurt or being ſlain) to render 
his dear country. Firſt, taking things from their ori- 
ginal, he confidereth the Cauſes creative of ſuch au- 
thors, namely Dulne/s and Poverty ; the one born with 
them, the other contracted, by neglect of their pro- 
per talent thro? ſelf-conceit of great abilities. This 


truth he wrappeth in an Allegory, b. (as the conftruc- 


tion of Epic requires) and feigns, that one of 
theſe Golden” 3 up her abode with the 
other, and that they jointly inſpir'd all ſuch writers 
and ſuch works. c. He proceedeth to ſhew the gun 
lities they beſtow on theſe authors, and the effz#s they 
produce: d. Then the materials or ſtock with which 
they furniſh them, e. and (above all) that /e/-opinior f. 
which cauſeth it to ſeem to themſelves vaſtly greater 

than it is, and is the prime motive of their ſetting up 
in this ſad and ſorry merchandize. The great power 
of theſe Goddeſſes acting in alliance (whereof as the 
one is the mother of Induſtry, ſo is the other of Plod- 
ding) was to be exemplify'd in ſome ons, great and re- 
markable action. g. And none cou'd be more ſo than that 
vrhich our poet hath choſen, the introduction of the 
loweſt dw wan of the rabble in Smithfield to be the 
entertainment of the court and town; or in other 
words, the Action of the Dunciad is the 5. Removal 
of the Imperial ſeat of Dulneſs from the City to the 
polite world, as that of the Eneid is the Removal 
of the Empire of Troy to Latium.
